Examiner also pointed out that the process of sending 
less than all of a set of substrates to a particular inspection unit was in fact addressed in the previous office action with 
respect to Sato (which teaches sampling from a batch of wafers) and Imahashi (which teaches that wafers may leave 
the system based on inspection results, which implies that not all of a batch of wafers would necessarily reach a 
particular inspection chamber).. 
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
